AMERICANS FAVOR 
LOYALIST FORCES 


Catholics Show Definite 
Sympathy for Rebels, Gal- 
lup Poll Reveals. 


By DR. GEORGE GALLUP, 
Director, American Institute of 
Public Opinion. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 29.—As Gen- 
eral Francisco Franco launches his 
“final assault” against the Loyal- 
ists along th® Catalonia front, 
American public sympathy contin- 
ues to be with the Loyalist forces 
in the bloody and protracted Span- 
ish civil war, according to the re- 
sults of a national survey just 
completed by the American Insti- 
tute of Public Opinion. 


For two years’ the Institute has 
been measuring the public’s atti- 
tude toward the opposing sides in 
“he Spanish conflict. These studies 
show that sympathy with the Loy- 
alists is greater now than it was 
two years ago but that there has 
been little change in the past few 
months. Two years ago more | 
than six in every ten voters who 
expressed definite sympathy with 
one side or the other favored the 
Loyalists. The trend has been as 
follows:

Direct Negotiations With Italy, 
And Concessions, Awaited in Paris 


PARIS, Dec. 29.—(4)—A person 
close to the government said to- 
night that France was willing to 
grant some colonial concessions to 
Italy to keep the peace of Europe 
but without actually yielding any 
land. 

Daladier’s government was de- 
scribed as “ready to open diplo- 
matic negotiatiens to appease the 
Italian hunger.” 

Among possible subjects for ne- 
gotiations were a new statute for 
Italians in Tunsia, further conces- 
sions on the Addis Ababa-Djibou- 
ti railway and a voice in direction 
of the Suez canal. 

The French insist French-Ital- 
ian problems must be settled by 
direct negotiations between Rome 
and Paris rather than through 
London and Berlin or any four- 
power conference like the Munich 
assembly which dismembered 
Czecho-Slovakia September 29. 

A brief storm which arose in 
the French chamber of deputies 
over Communist charges that For- 
eign Minister Georges Bonnet had 
withheld news of Italy’s denuncia- 
tion of the 1935 colonial pact was 
weathered safely by the Daladier 
government. Bonnet explained he 
announced the denunciation as 
soon as the cabinet was informed. 
Deputies said the denunciation was 
conveyed in a note handed to the 
French ambassador to Rome De- 
cember 17. It was disclosed De- 
cember 22. 

The chamber voted, 309 to 279, 
to suspend session until Bonnet 
could appear to answer questions. 
Bonnet appeared at once. 

The union of Communists and 
Socialists in voting to demand an 
explanation gave evidence of the 
government’s thin majority and 


that the cabinet would have to 
act cautiously in forthcoming ne- 
gotiations to survive. 


CHAMBERLAIN TRIP 
CAST AS MEDIATION 

ROME, Dec. 29.—(4)—Italians 
insisted tonight that British Prime 
Minister Chamberlain would be 
unable to avoid the role of media- 
tor between France and Italy. on 
his January 11-14 visit to Premier 
Mussolini. 

The Fascist attitude was that 
Italy’s still unofficial clamor for 
French “compensations” in Africa 
under the 1915 London treaty that 
brought Italy into the World War 
would be the leading problem in 
Chamberlain’s appeasement mis- 
sion. 

It was indicated Mussolini 
would not fail to raise it in con- 
versations with his guest.

AS TESTING AREA 


Major Experiment Would 
Fire Broadside Against 
Illiteracy, One-Crop 
System and_ Erosion. 


Greene county, Georgia, is to 
become one of the nation’s major 
New Deal experiments in plan- 
ning, if steps now under way go 
._ as unexpected, it was learned last 
night. 

Already the 


department and the Farm Securi- 
ties Association are at work in 
Green county and have received 
the co-operation of a number of 
the landowners. 

The first objective is to obtain a 
thorough map of Greene county 
which accurately will demonstrate 
all its cultivated lands, its eroded 
lands, its submarginal sections, its 
forests and all the physical facts. 

Then will come a_ thorough 
analysis by the soil conservation 
department. Following them it is 
planned to bring in the Bureau of 
Farm Economics, the field exten- 
sion workers, the home demon- 
stration departments, the United 
States Health Department, voca- 
tional agricultural education, and 
all the facilities of the govern- 
ment. 

Suffers From Erosion. 

The effort will be made in this 
one county to demonstrate what 
can be done when adequate fa- 
cilities for health, soil conserva- 
tion, agricultural instruction and 
assistance, education and scientific 
planning are employed. 

Greene county was selected be- 
cause it has suffered from erosion, 
problems of health and the loss of 
population. It is estimated that in 
the past decade Greene county has 
lost about 9,000 of its 20,000 peo- 
ple. 

An effort will be made to mar- 
ket the products of this experi- 
ment in the markets of the state 
under a trademark label so that 
other counties and, in fact, the 
farmers of the state may learn 
what can be accomplished by 
grading and by the maintenance 
of standards of quality and supply. 

As soon as the map is completed 
more and more land owners will 
be signed up to agree to co-op-

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THE RAILROAD REPORT 

The committee appointed by the President 
to find means of solving the railroad problem 
has rendered its report. It may be summed 
up as indicating that government—federal, 
state and local—has not given the carriers an 
even break in recent years. 

It is not claimed that the recommendations, 
if adopted, will completely remove all present 
and future transportation worries. Neverthe- 
less, a number of salient weaknesses have been 
pointed out which, if congress has the courage 
to correct, will go a considerable distance to- 
ward relieving many of the difficulties. 

Although the committee recommended that 
the Interstate Commerce Commission be kept 
intact, it suggested the organization of a new 
board for the purpose of regulating all forms of 
transportation. There seems to be some merit 
in this suggestion, when it is remembered there 
are a half dozen federal agencies with a regula- 
tory hand in the transportation business. Addi- 
tional regulation, however, is one thing the rail 
carriers don’t need. If the proposed board is 
to impose new restrictions it should have no 
jurisdiction over the railroads. They need less, 
not more, supervision. 

The committee also recommended repealing 
the “long and short haul clause.” This clause, 
it will be recalled, prohibits a railroad from 
charging a higher rate to an intermediate point 
than is assessed on the same commodity to the 
more distant point. This, it was felt, would 
restore the railroads to the old competitive posi- 
tion between terminal points. At the present 
time, for instance, a manufacturer in Atlanta 
finds it advantageous to ship his goods destined 
to San Francisco to the nearest port for trans- 
shipment by water. The railroads aren’t per- 
mitted to establish a low, competitive all rail 
rate to Frisco unless the rates to all inter- 
mediate points are correspondingly reduced. 
The trans-continental rail lines have gradually 
lost a large part of such business to government 
subsidized ships. 

But government subsidy comes into the 


transportation picture most harmfully, it was_ 


felt, in the support of barge lines. Not only 
has federal money been spent to build the 
barges and subsidize their operation, but in 
the vast majority of cases must be spent per- 
petually, in enormous amounts, to keep river 
channels dredged to an artificial depth. 

In most instances these barge lines are out- 
moded forms of transportation and are not 
economically justified. Between most points 
served by them there are one or more rail lines 
in operation, not to mention the modern con- 
crete highway which often flanks both sides 
of the river. The recommendation by the com- 
mittee that these barge lines be disposed of 
will doubtless meet with stern resistence by 
certain of the people’s representatives in Wash- 
ington. But there isn’t sufficient business to 
justify this multiple system of transportation. 
So the out-moded facility, in this modern age, 
must give way to the new, unless it can con- 
tinue to operate without the helping hand of 
the United States Treasury. To all intents 
and purposes the railroads and truck lines are 
forced to contribute taxes to support a com- 
petitor, who, if this support were withdrawn, 
would soon: drop out of the business. 

While it is true the federal government do- 
nated land, 50 to 100 years ago, as rights-of- 
way, to help the railroads, the rails have long 
since paid off this debt by hauling government 
freight at a discount. There is no reason why 
this practice should be continued. The gov- 
“ernment should be required to pay the same 
transportation charges as private shippers. This 
has been included among the committee’s rec- 
ommendations. 

Probably the greatest burden of all carried 
by the railroads, and one of the most inequi- 
table, is the tremendous load of local taxes. The 
rights of way, generally paralleled by a state- 
maintained highway, every abandoned shed, 
every unused station, every cross tie, every piece 
of rolling stock, is assessed to the limit by a 
multiple system of taxation not levied against 
any other form of business. While the com- 
_ mittee recommended federal tax relief, a con- 
siderable burden in itself, local taxes form the 
real back-breaking railroad burden. 

The vast majority of the American people

would prefer a solution to the railroad problem 
while the lines form a going concern. A later 
reorganization of a completely defunct system, 
at which time entirely too many political the- 
ories will necessarily have to be taken into con- 
sideration is not wanted. It is to be hoped the 
report of the committee will be sufficiently con- 
vincing to congress that the matter shall be 
taken in hand promptly and along constructive 
lines. 


THE PRCSIDENT’S BIRTHDAY 

The custom of annually celebrating the 
President’s birthday has a much deeper signifi- 
cance than a mere tribute to the man by his 
admiring friends. It serves the twofold pur- 
pose of reminding the people of the worthy hu- 
manitarian project he inaugurated at Warm 
Springs and raising funds to carry on the work 
on a broader scale. 

Polio, better known as infantile paralysis, is 
one of the most expensive of all diseases to 
combat because of its usual long duration. It 
requires months, sometimes years, of painstak- 
ing endeavor and patience to gain a foothold 
against it. So the supply of money to carry on 
the fight must be frequently and generously 
replenished, otherwise it will soon deminish t6 
the vanishing point under the heavy drain 
made upon it. 

The Warm Springs Foundation, although 
perhaps better known in Georgia than else- 
where, is operated on a nation-wide basis. Those 
afflicted with polio come from the four corners 
of the country. The work of seeking a preventa- 
tive is constantly going on in research lab- 
oratories at great expense. 

Under the customary rules for conducting 
the birthday parties, one-half of the funds 
raised throughout the nation remain within the 
states where they are held. The other half goes 
to the Foundation. The state of Georgia thus 
retains one-half of the money raised here, yet, 
at the same time, much of the money raised 
elsewhere is brought into the state for the pur- 
pose of developing the facilities at Warm 
Springs. 

One of the outstanding features of the Warm 
Springs Foundation is that treatments for in- 
fantile paralysis are available to rich and poor 
alike. Those who are able to pay are required 
to do so on the basis of a scale measured to 
fit their financial ability. Some cases are 
treated free of charge. 

Without the funds raised at the annual 
birthday parties the work of restoring poorer 
victims of polio to health would have to be 
greatly curtailed, if not abandoned altogether. 


INCREASE THE PENSIONS 


Of the many requests for increased appro- 
priations to be received by the incoming legis- 
lature, at least one should receive full and care- 
ful consideration. There are, in the state of 
Georgia, approximately 150 Confederate veter- 
ans remaining of the valiant thousands who 
served their state in a dark hour. For some 
years they have been paid pensions of $30 a 
month, which, in their more active years, was 
considered sufficient for their care. 

Now, however, this amount is not enough to 
provide a comfortable existence, and request 
will be made for an increase in this sum to 
$50, the money to be paid from the cigar and 


cigaret taxes, as provided by law. These taxes 


last year totaled $2,421,000, of which only $781,- 
302 was required for payment of the pensions. 
It is now estimated that less than $38,000 more 
will have to be paid out to bring the pension 
level to $50. 

It would seem the least the state could do 
for these men is to assure each of reasonable 
comfort. The War Between the States was not 
a war of training camps and home service, but, 
generally speaking, one of continuous and dan- 
gerous service in active armies. These veterans 
who remain served their homeland at constant 
risk of life. It is not too much to provide this 
comparatively small sum for the larger pensions.

CONGRESS WILL ASSUME ITS RIGHTFUL 
POWERS 


(From The Birmingham News.) 


Henceforth legislation will be drafted by sen- 
ate and house committees and not by executive 
departments or lieutenants of the President, ac- 
cording to congressional leaders who have it 
straight from the chief executive. 


_ If this report is true, and there is every in- 
dication that it is, the President’s decision marks 
the end of an era. It marks the return—in fact 
as well as in theory—to the division of authority 
between the branches of governments as outlined 
in the constitution. 

: During the crucial days of the emergency, ac- 
tion was imperative, and the practice of drafting 
legislation outside of congress and rushing it 
through without due deliberation was necessary. 
For a time both the public and congress ap- 
proved, but that time has passed and the Presi- 
dent’s decision is a belated recognition that an 
emergency no longer exists. 
The practice of initiating and formulating leg- 
islation outside of congress resulted, in effect, in 
the establishment of government based on cabinet 
responsibility similar to that in effect in England 
and France. The President occupied the addi- 
tional role of prime minister, assuming the re- 
sponsibility of initiating laws and administering 
them. At the same time there was not the flexi- 
bility of government which would have made it 
possible for the opposition to “go to the people” 
on a vital issue, and there was no mandate ex- 
cept the regular elections. In its interpretation of 
each eJectoral victory as a blanket mandate, the 
administration exaggerated the public’s support 
on each individual issue. 

The last election constituted a mandate of a 
different sort; the public was ready for a return 
to the normal processes of government. The Presi- 
dent’s change of tactics is a recognition of that 
mandate, and also a recognition of the fact that 
congress would have assumed its prerogatives re- 
gardless of his attitude, 


| THE CAPITAL PARADE

GARNER AT WHITE HOUSE WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—The 


results of the celebrated Roose- 
velt-Garner reunion promise to be about as tangible and long- 
lasting as the smoke of a peace pipe. The Vice President had hardly 
taken leave of his “captain” before he was at work again, warning 
senatorial cronies to be on their guard against New Deal extrava- 
gances. And, in the administration quarters where the President’s 
words are often to be heard in other mouths, the epithets for the 
Vice President are as sulphurous as ever. 7 
If the accounts of the conversation at the White House are accu- 
rate, and they seem to be, Garner took the election results as his 
text, and read the President a little sermon on the need for a short 
congress, unexciting policies, and co-operation with the Democrats 
on The Hill. The President is said to have given much time to re- 
futing the Garner analysis of the election results, maintaining that 
= sey adverse to the New Deal should be chiefly traced to local 
situations. 


POLITICAL POKER No doubt the talk will seem to bear fruit 

in some ways. Long before Jack Garner 
extricated himself from the charms of Uvalde, the President and his 
general staff had decided to be more careful in handling congress. 
One of the important Garner points was the need to let the offi- 
cial legislative drafting officers, rather than the White House gen- 
eral staff, do the job of bill-writing. In this connection, the ex- 
ample of Woodrow Wilson was pointed to. But the sident did 
not require the example of Woodrow Wilson. Since early in No- 
vember the plan has been to rely on the legislative drafting officers 
for most measures. 

Indeed, the White House’s new congressional strategy, new re- 
lief plans and several other signs suggest that, in attempting to 
refute the Garner election analysis, the President was playing the 
old game of political poker. The election did cause a bitter con- 
troversy among the President’s lieutenants. Some, blinded by too 
ardent New Dealism, certainly have tried to conjure away the un- 
pleasant facts by talk of “local situations.” But the most sensible, 
and those closest to the throne, are far more realistic. 

The truth is that every congress begins with glowing guarantees 
of “co-operation,” both by the President and the congressional lead- 
ers. In this congress, as the President is exhibiting a new-found 
caution, White House “co-operation” may take the form of cheerful 
abdication of responsibility, rather than brusque command. Last 
session the President left railroad legislation wholly up to congress. 
He has already announced his intention of following the same pro- 
cedure with amendments to the social security act. And the Vice 
President remembers as well as anyone that, after handing con- 
gress the railroad problem, the President then complained bitterly 
of congress’ failure to do anything about it. 


UP IN GARNER’S ROOM As for the Vice President, he gives 

every indication that the guiding 
stars of his course have not changed a particle. He is still, first 
and foremost, a Democrat, and will therefore do everything in his 
power to avoid an open break with the leader of his party. He still 
has his old personal affection for his “captain,” now mingled with 
some private bitterness. He is still angrily opposed to spending, 
self-assertion by the labor movement, and such New Deal political 
moves as the recent purge. And, judging by his talks with sen- 
ators in the last few days, he is still determined to make his views 
felt when he can. 

His course has always been consistent, given his guiding stars. 
The only factor which may now change it is a desire for the 1940 
nomination. Postmaster General James A. Farley, an expert mind- 
reader and close Garner friend, is said to be willing to “bet all 
the tea in China” that the Vice President only wants some say in 
choosing the nominee. In the White House circle and among other 
Garner friends, however, you hear a contrary prediction.

In two ‘instances the  peo- 
ple of the affected areas vot- 
ed against the lifting of the 
limitation, while the state as a 
whole voted for it. Thus is 
seen easily that the people still 
know what they want in local 
government. 


Intelligent Voting. 


If we are always going to vote 
exceptions of this provision, as 
appears likely, why should we not 
let the counties, cities or districts 
themselves determine just what 
they want to do in such circum- 
stances? Why should we insist on 
a right or an authority to run 
| someone else’s business when we 
do not know what we should do 
about it? 
| It is not the part of good gov- 
ernment to ask people to vote is- 
sues on which they can not cast 
intelligent ballots. Such is the 
logic of all special legislation as is 
indicated by these constitutional 
amendments or in votes cast by the 
Georgia legislature. 

It, therefore, is recommended 
that the paragraph mentioned be 
amended by eliminating its in- 
flexible debt limitations to allow 
the voters to determine for them- 
selves the extent of indebtedness 
to be incurred. 

There need be no apprehension 
that any local authority will ex- 
ceed sound business principals, be- 
| cause if that is done there will be 
7 buyers for questionable securi- 
ies. 

The suggestion is made that the 
paragraph be amended to read as 
follows: 


“No county, municipal corpora- 
tion or political division of this 
state shall incur any new debt ex- 
cept for a temporary loan or loans, 
to supply casual deficiencies of 
revenue, not to exceed one-fifth of 
one per centum of the assessed 
value of the taxable property 
therein, without the assent of two- 
thirds of the qualified voters 
thereof, voting at an election for 
that purpose to be held as pre- 
scribed by law: Provided, said 
two-thirds so voting shall be a 
majority of the registered voters, 
and provided further that all laws, 
charter provisions and ordinances 
here-to-fore passed or enacted 
providing special registration of 
the voters of counties, municipal 
corporations and other political di- 
visions of this state to pass upon 
the issuance o* bonds by such 
counties, municipal corporations 
and other political divisions are 
hereby declared to be null and 
void; and the general assembly 
shall hereafter have no power to 
pass or enact any. law providing 
for such special registration, but 
the validity of any and all bond 
issues by such counties, municipal! 
corporations or other political di- 
visions made prior to January l, 
1918, shall not be affected hereby. ”

Because of its limited applica- 
tion and the absence of any pro- 
vision making it self-executing, it 
is recommended further that Ar- 
ticle XI, Section 1, Paragraph 2, 
a providing for the consolidation 
of city and county governments 
be repealed. It also is recom- 
mended that Article XI, Section 
Ill, Paragraph 1, requiring uni- 
form county governments 
throughout the state, be repealed 
to give greater latitude in solv- 
| ing local county problems. 

People of Georgia, if you want 
home rule for your cities and 
counties, it will be necessary that 
you take an active interest in its 
| behalf. It will be necessary that 
'appropriate constitutional amend- 
| ments be drafted and submitted to 
' you for your approval or rejec- 
tion, as the legislature does not 
have the power to grant to your 
cities and counties the authority 
to frame and adopt their own 
charters. 


In your constitution you have 
selected the legislature as the ap- 
propriate branch of the govern- 
ment to frame and submit to you 
all constitutional amendments. In 
your original sovereign capacity, 
yon need not necessarily have se- 
‘lected the legislature to perform 
this important function for you, 
but the legislature was chosen be- 
cause that is the body of govern- 
ment closest to the people, and 
presumably is the one most capa- 
ble of sensing the will of the peo- 
ple. 

Your legislature is composed of 
reasonable men, and before act- 
ing, they are entitled to know 
how you stand upon the question 
of home rule. It may be that the 
most of us are inclined to feel 
just a little bit jealous when we 
' are asked to give up any of the 
authority or power which we ex- 
ercise, and this may be true of the 
legislature when it is asked to re- 
turn to the people the powers of 
local self-government. 

But be that as it may, the leg- 
islature would hardly turn its 
back upon urgent requests by the 
people of the state for home rule 
in local affairs. So, if you, the 
people of Georgia, are interested 
in home rule and want it to be- 
come a reality, see or write your 
state senator and representative. 
Let them know what you think— 
| what kind of home rule proposals 
| you would recommend to be sub- 
mitted to you. A vote against sub- 
mitting to the people’ constitu- 
tional amendments providing for 
home rule can only be justified 
upon the assumption that the peo- 
ple of Georgia do not want home 
rule.

Now for a little lateral stretch- 
ing that will pull your ribs apart. 

. , Stand with the feet slightly 
apart, the right arm straight out 
from the side, palm turned out, the 
other arm hanging heavily at the 
side. Begin with the lowest rib on 
the right side and push the ribs 
out and pull them apart as you 
bend to the: left. Hold the hips 
still and concentrate on the ribs. 
Slowly return to position and re- 
peat with the left arm straight out 
at the side, bending to the right. 
The idea is to bend to one side 
by pushing the ribcage out at the 
other side. 

Here is a regular spine-stretch- 
er: Stand with left leg forward, 
right leg back, knees straight 
and arms out at the sides shoulder 
level. Twist at the waist and, pull- 
ing up with the abdominal mus- 
cles, swing around to touch the 
right hand to the left toes. Keep 
heels of both feet on the floor, 
legs as straight as possible. Alter- 
nate sides in the exercise. 

Not so strenuous is this stream- 
liner. Sit on the floor with 
legs fairly wide apart, arms 
stretched high overhead. Reach 
forward, bending at the waist, and 
pull the toes inward. This 
stretches calf muscles and ham- 
strings.

Moreover, this 
artificial overcall indicates first- 
round control in opponent’s bid 
suit. 

THIRD-HAND BID. 

Partner of opening bidder, sit- 
ting third hand, is equipped with 
a similar type bid, equally arti- 
ficial in character, to employ in 
response to an opening suit bid 
from across the table. Information 
conveyed, differs slightly from the 


immediate overcall bid made by a; 


defending player, as for example: 
North. 
2 Clubs 
East. 
3 Clubs 


West. 
1 Heart 
South. 


STRONG SUPPORT PROMISED. 

At the outset, East’s overcall of 
North’s two-club bid with a bid 
of three clubs, guarantees West, 
the opening bidder, strong trump 
support for the heart suit, equiv- 
alent to requirements in trumps 
for a double raise, at least J x x x. 
In other words, . had North not 
overcalled two clubs, East’s re- 
sponse would have been an im- 
mediate double raise to three 
hearts. 


COMPLETE CONTROL. 


East’s overcall in clubs indi- 
cates strong frump assistance: 
about 3 1-2 honor-tricks . . no 
losing tricks in North’s club suit. 
This means East either holds the 
club ace singleton or no club. East 
is guaranteeing more than first- 
round control in clubs. East is 
promising control of clubs. 

BID GAME-FORCING.

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COLLEGES DOING 
AN HONEST JOB, 
SAYS B. RICKEY 


Card Vice President 
Speaks at Chicago 
Coaches’ Meeting. 


Branch Rickey, vice president of 
the St. Louis Cardinals, told the 


nation’s football coaches and ath- | 


letic directors today that a few 
violators of the amateur code 
were incorrectly coloring 
“whole intercollegiate setup” and 
said the problem was partly one 
of the coaches’ own making. 

Speaking before a joint session 
of the Football Coaches Associa- 
tion and the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association, Rickey said 
he believed ‘“‘most colleges were 
doing an honest job” of conduct- 
ing their sport programs. At the 
same time, he said, violations by 
some institutions hag resulted in 
unjust accusations against all 
schools. 

“The tendency in all sport is to- 
ward professionalism,” he said. 
“You coaches have to fight that 
tendency. Sport has no plece in 
the educational system if it trans- 
gresses the point of being sub- 
ordinate to education.” 

URGED TO UNITE. 

Rickey urged all colleges ‘to 
unite to combat “criticisms from 
the public—some of which has 
foundation in fact.” 

“College coaches and adminis- 
trators,” he said, “must put their 
finger on what is happening that 
has caused this over-emphasis in 
the public mind. You have to 
realize that the problem is par- 
tially one of your own making.” 

“As Jong as you do not have the 
power to make rules and practices 
conform in your colleges,” he said, 
“unless you give a committee 
power to make a survey and clas- 
sify colleges according to their 
standards, until there is a clean- 
ing up—just that long, Mr. Coach, 
you do not have the power to keep 
the change being made radically 
for you.” 

NO BACK DOORS. 

Professor William B. Owens, of 
Stanford University, president of 
the N. C. A. A., said “there are 
no back doors or double standards 
in most of our institutions today” 
and deplored the impression “that 
students and athletes were two 
distinct species—that the boys on 
our athletic teams are scholastic 
morons.” 

The assertion that “we don’t 
have to defend our grand sport” 
was made by Harry Stuhldreher, 
Wisconsin’s coach and president of 
the football coaches body. 

“When 50,000 or 100,000 persons 
see our games the charge is made,” 
he said, “that it’s getting out of 
hand and the game should be 
given back to the boys. My im- 
pression is that if more people are 
seeing the boys compete it’s an 
endorsement of the game—not a 
criticism of it.”

COLLEGE BOXING | 
SEEKS “DIVORCE 


NEW YORK, Dec. 29.—()— 
College boxing, already unique for 
its regulations against spectators’ 
applause or any other encourage- 
ment of “killer” instincts, will at- 
tempt to divorce itself completely 
this season from the forms of 
fighting seen in. other rings. 

The National Collegiate Athletic 
Association disclosed half a dozen 
important revisions in its boxing 
code today with the comment of 
William H. Cowell, of New Hamp- 
shire, chairman of the rules com- 
mittee, that “unless the sport is 
conducted for the good of the par- 
ticipants, with the entertainment 
aspect only secondary, it can never 
justify itself.” 

Changes in the rules included: 

1. No one is eligible for college 
boxing who ever has fought in 
public under any circumstances 
except as a member of a high 
school or prep school team or in 
Olympic tryouts. Primarily this 
will bar boys who have boxed un- 
der A. A. U. auspices. 

2. Weight of the gloves is in- 
creased from 10 ounces to 12 
ounces, practically pillows. 

3. Whenever a boxer is knocked 
out, he must not be touched except 
at the direction of a physician who 
shall always be present. 

4. Whenever a boxer is knocked 
down the bout cannot be resumed 
until the referee has counted to 
nine, even though both contestants 
may be ready. 

5. The bantamweight limit is 
raised to 120 pounds and the feath- 
erweight class boosted to 127 so 
there will be no incentive to mak- 
ing boxers compete under their 
natural weight. 

6. Training with professionals at 
any time is declared “unethical.”
